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SUBJ: FOREIGN RELATIONS: GREECE AWAITS HOUSE EMBARGO VOTE 

1 . THE PRINCIPAL NEW DEVELOPMENT IN GREECE OVER THE 
WEEKEND IN CONNECTION WITH THE EMBARGO WAS ANOTHER 
GOVERNMENT STATEMENT ON THE ISSUE. OBVIOUSLY SMARTING 
FROM OPPOSITION CRITICISM THAT PRIME MINISTER KARAMANLIS 
HAD NOTDONE ENOUGH TO INFLUENCE THE U.S. CONGRESS, A 
GOVERNMENT SOURCE SAID ON SATURDAY THAT THE GREEK GOVERNMENT 
WANTS THE ARMS EMBARGO ON TURKEY TO BE MAINTAINED. 

2. A MEETING SATURDAY AT THE MINISTRY OF DEFENSE CHAIRED 
BY THE PRIME MINISTER AND ATTENDED BY DEFENSE MINISTER 
AVEROFF, FOREIGN MINISTER R ALT IS AND THE GREEK DELEGATION 
TO THE ISTANBUL AIR SPACE TALKS LED TO ALL KINDS OF 
SPECULATION. THE AIR SPACE TALKS WITH THE TURKEY, WHICH 
OPEN IN ISTANBUL TODAY, WERE OBVIOUSLY THE PRINCIPAL 
SUBJECT OF THE MEETING DURING WHICH THE PRIME MINISTER 
GAVE HIS FINAL INSTRUCTIONS TO AMBASSADOR MACRIS. HOWEVER, 
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IT WAS GENERALLY BELIEVED THAT THIS HIGH-LEVEL MEETING 
ALSO DISCUSSED THE IMPACT THE LIFTING OF THE EMBARGO 
WOULD HAVE ON THE BALANCE OF FORCES BETWEEN GREECE AND 
TURKEY, AND WHAT ACTIONS GREECE SHOULD TAKE TO DEAL WITH 
SUCH A CONTINGENCY. MENAWHILE, HOWEVER, ALL EYES ARE 
ON WASHINGTON WAITING FOR THE OUTCOME OF THE HOUSE VOTE. 
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3. WORTHY OF NOTE AMONG EDITORIALS OVER THE WEEKEND, 
BECAUSE IT REFLECTS SO WELL THE MOOD IN THIS COUNTRY, 

WAS PRO-GOVERNMENT KATHIMERINI'S "IT WOULD BE A DELUSION" 
(FBIS 301520Z JUL 78-NOTAL). THE EDITORIAL 

CRITICIZED THOSE WHO SOFTPEDAL THE LIFTING OF THE EMBARGO. 

IT STRESSED THAT THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION CAMPAIGN TO 
LIFT THE EMBARGO, IN VIOLATION OF EARLIER PROMISES, HAS 
PROVOKED STRONG INDIGNATION AND INTENSE NEGATIVE REACTIONS 
TOWARD THE U.S. AMONG GREEKS, IN GREECE AND CYPRUS. AND 
THIS EVEN AMONG THE MOST CONSERVATIVE AND ACTIVELY PRO- 
WESTERN ELEMENTS OF GREEK SOCIETY. ANY ATTEMPT BY THE 
GREEK GOVERNMENT AND OTHERS TO BLUNT THESE FEELINGS 
WOULD BE FUTILE IN THE FACE OF THE ACTIONS OF THE U.S. 
GOVERNMENT AND CONGRESS. THOSE IN THE U.S. WHO TAKE THE 
GREEKS FOR GRANTED AND SAY THEY ARE "GOOD BOYS" ARE 
MISLED. FOTUNATELY, THE GREEKS HAVE SEVERAL CHOICES, 

THE EDITORIAL CONCLUDED, AND ANY GOVRNMENT ELECTED BY 
THE PEOPLE WILL BE GUIDED BY GREECE'S NATIONAL INTERESTS.
